Actual wrecking of the old Terre 
Haute house will begin about Mon- 
day, Feb. 28, according to J. Y. Heff- 
ner , representative of the “W. P. 
Jungclaus company of Indianapolis, 
which company has the contract for 
the wrecking of the structure, Four 
or five weeks will be required to; 
wreck the structure and dispose of 
the debris. 

Temporary sidewalks will be con- 
structed about the building during 
the latter part of the coming week 
and when wrecking activities begin 
no time will be lost in leveling the 
building. Building materials will be 
salvaged and disposed of, «many 
orders having already been filed for 
lumber, brick, stone, etc. 

The past two weeks have been 
given to the removal of all plumb- 
ing, heating and lighting eunip- 
ment, which is being sold to various 
individuals and concerns in small 
lots. Early in the week the window 
sash will be removed and disposed 
of, while figures are belng received 
for the sale of the plate glass win- 
dows of the ground floor.
